LETTER FROM MRXICAN BORDER

Following Is a Ieiter from Russell
Jugtice to hls parente, Mr, and Mra,
R. M. Justlce of Hickory Mr, Justice,
now on the Mexican horier serving
with the Firsh Ohio Cnvilry., gradoat-
ed from the Normal college some
yours ago and I well known In Can-
field and vicinity:

Kl Paso, Teas, Sepl. 20, 1816,

We are now encamped about five or
six miles from El Paso, Texas, We
are located near Fort Bliss, the larg-
est military post in the United Siates,
There are aboul sixtyfive thousand
sgoldlers hera now. 1 do not know how
long we are going to be kept here,
probably about two months, We cer-
talnly had a fine time coming down. We
fode In Pullman coachea and we oer
tainly had a nlee trip. We got off
onte a day for exercise. We passed
through nll the big citles after dark
go did not get to see what they were
like, The citles of any size weore Cin-
cinnati, 8St, Louls, and Kansas CIty.
After we got Into the western part of
Kansas there were no trees to be seen
except occaslonally around some ranch
house. After we left Kansas City we
got off the traln and went in swim-
ming. We left Columbus on Friday
evening and got here Wednesday
morning thus making the trip In five
days.

For the first five days it rained ev-
ery day but It was nothlng more than
a eprinkle. Since then we have had
no rain, Everythlng here Is sand,
sand, nothing but sand. Our camp s
about three miles from the Franklin
mountains. Sunday before last Brown-
lee and I elimbed up to the highest

peak. It took us about two hours and
a hall, There are no trees here, just
f mesquit bushes and cactl. We

fn see for about a hundred miles.
Looking to the south we see mount-
alns fifty miles nway and it only looks
to be about 6 or 7 miles. The Frank-
lin mountains look to be only a mile
away Instead of three, I do not not-
ice the heat much, It is so dry that it
iz not noticed. There Ig a nlee breeze
golng all the time.

We have our horses now and we
are all satisfied. I have a nlce little
roan cow puncher's pony that certain-
ly is a peach. He ean go like the
wind| There jsn't another pony in the
outfit that cnn pass him and he Is as
quiet as a lamb. He will follow me
anywhere. One of these days I will
get a pleture of him and send it home.

We take a four mile ride out into
the desert every day. This morning
we saw some fine scenes, The only
animals we have around here are liz-
ards, horned toads and cotton talls.
jIt gets ddrk quick here on account

of the mountiaing which rise from
the surrounding country =zome 2000
feel.

After a week of much and varied
work 1 again find time to continue this
letter. 1 am so busy that I can hard-
ly find time to eat and sleep. We
have to care for our own horses he-
sides taking care of the sick and in-
jured. Several of the fellows have
been kieked but none of them were
hurt serlously, only brulsed a little, 1
am in splendid health and have been
ever since I have been down here, We
go out riding five hours every day and
we can go anywhere we please. In
these rides we see some odd sights
which are peculiar to this part of the
country. The other day we saw a lit-
tle burrow with three kids on Iis
back and they were making him trot
right along. They are very innocent
looking beasts. We are taking & pum-
ber of good pictures and 1 expect to
have about three dozen nice plctures
of different oddities. Your son,
